Islam on the position of the Sultan as Khalifa 
Indeed, ever \since the death of the prophet 
Mohamed, no\ qfestion has. arisen in the 
Moslem world which has caused s6 much trou* 
ble and division amongst the faithful as that 
of the Imamate or Khalifate. 

“Verily there is no prophet (to come) after 
me, and the time is “near when there will be 
after me a great many Khalifus,”’said Mohamed, 
but he took no steps towards appointing any 
person to the post, and this, undoubtedly, for 
the reason that he wished the office to be an 
elective one, and to give’ his followers full 
liberty of choice. For a time the will of the 
people prevailed, but later on the post became 
the prey of the strong man and it has remained 
so to this day in 80 far as it has existed as an 
office, though .it is true the Sultan of Turkey 
on ‘ascending the throne is formally elected 
Khalifa by the College of Ulema at Constan- 
tinople. 

The necessity for such a head was not that 
of réligion or law, but of administration. The 
law, both spiritual and temporal], as given in 
the Koran, ‘was final and still remains above 
the office of Sultan or Imam : but an adminis- 
tration requires a’ head, and as long as the 
world of Islam formed one state, one leader 
sufficed. When, however, in the course of time, 
Islkm was divided into independent states, 
each state required its own Sovereign, and here 
came the parting of the ways in Islam between 
‘spiritual aud political interests, and out of this 
arises the difficulty of dealing with Moslem 
affairs from the inside as well as from the 
outside. i 

The idealist in the Pan-Islamic movement 
seeks to bring about greater unity among 
Moslems on spiritual lines only ; the Egyptian 
Nationalist declares that he has no wish to 
submit. himself and his country to Turkish 
maladministration ; both agree in looking for 
light and leading to Constantinople. But to 
differentiate between spiritual and temporal 
interests is to militate against ‘the primitive 
conception and fundanjental characteristics of 
Islam. To set vp a spiritual authority pure and 
simple is without precedent and has the whole 
weight and force of history against it. An excep- 
tion to this might be cited in the case of the 
so-talled second dynasty of the Abbassides

The 
Greek, Roman, and Saracenic remains that 
are found all over the island, are an endless 
source of pleasure. SYRACUSE has an 
interesting history, having been a Greek 
city, which was designed by Demosthenes in 
B.C. 413, arid taken by the Romans in Bo 212, 
when Archimedes was slain—his tomb is to be 
seen. The cathedral was once an ancient pagan 
temple. PALERMO, with about 300,000 
inhabitants, is the capital of the Island, and 
enjoys a deligthful climate. Much of interest 
is to be fuund in this fine city ‘he Palazzo 
Reale is of Saracenic origin and close to it the 
church of S. Giovannia degli Erimiti with its 
het cloisters. The Cathedral, M:.seum, 
‘tanic Gardens, Villa Giulia and Royal Park 
are also worth a visit

a railwey journey of five hours brings you to 
FLORENCE, where another week can well be 
spent adniiring the City of Flowers and its 
surrounding contry. In Florence itself the 
churches and gallenes are of absorbing inte- 
rest, whilst the local promenades and excur- 
sions should not be omitted. The Cascine is 
the most attractive and fashionable promenade 
in Florence, whilst the Viale dei Colli, one of 
the finest walks in Europe, opened 35 "Sag 
ago, goes winding up through . the hills a 
distance of four miles.
